Now Pauldid not ſpeak fo highly of himſelf: as tho* he had ohie - 


dy attained to the: ReſurnefFion, but faid, I labour to keep 'my Body under, 
and to bring it in Subjettion, leſt when I bave Preachd the Goſpel to 0- 
 thers,, 1 my ſelf ſhould be a caſt away; at firſt, fome pretended the Spi- 
rit.led them .into. Yea and Nay ; «then what Spirit was that which 
led -them- out of it again? Yet I do notblame you in this, for words 
at, beſt ſhould ſignifie nothing but a true Declaration of the Heart 
and Mind... Concerning the putting off your Hat, whar Scripture. 
can be ſhewn againſt ſuch a civil 'Reſpe& among -People, _ q 
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"AY. 
'hath been ſo long uſed ? The Scripture ſaith, Give no Offence to Few 
'nor Gentile,; 8c. as much as in you licth z but this hath given Offence 
to many. Now the Scripture ſaich, Honour all Men, love the Brother- 
*bood, Fear God, and Honour the King \ yet I believe true Honour does 
ſtand and conſiſt in. a true Love, and willing Obedience one to ano- 
'ther in all Juſt Commands and Requirings. This is true. Honour, thus 
to ſerve one another in Love, and thus ro ſerve our chief Magiſtrate 
and his Miniſters under him ; this is according to God's Ordinance; 
but this putting off the blat is but an outward ſhew, or civil Reſpe&, 
. which one may have towards another, (without the Breach of any 
Law, or Command of God that ever I knew of ) but the true Ho- 
nour is 2 more inward thing. Now put the Caſe thus, that a Man 
may paſs quietly about his Buſineſs,if he obſerve and perform this civil 
Reſpect which they do require oftheir Apprentices and Servants, tho' 
they will-not give it to the King : But if any ſay to me, when Fobr 
fell down at the Angel's Feet to worſhip him, the Angel forbid him, 
and faid, See thou do it not, for Iam thy Fellow-Servant, But this is no 
thing to my Diſcourſe, I am not Pleading for one to worſhip ano- 
ther, but only for that civil Reſpe&, which may be given one to a- 
nother, without falling down as to an Image to worſhip ; this was 
as true from the beginning, as when the Angel ſpoke it to Fobn; 
for the Lord was only to be worſhiped. But did Facob tranſgreſs a- 
gainfſt God ( think you ) when he bowed his Body to the .Grouud to 
bis elder Brother, and bis Hand-maids and Wives bowed io him alſo, 
Gen. 33. and when Facob taught his Servants to ſay, -1::« @ Preſext 
ſent unto my Lord Eſau, do you think he ſinned in all this? Gen. 32. 
18. and when David had Saul at his Mercy, and alſo had the Pro- 
miſe of the Kingdom, yet he faid, 7 will not put forth my Haad againſt 
my Lord, 1 Sam. 24, 10. and do youthink che Prophet wanted yout 
outward Orders to walk by, and fo ſinned for want of i:?2 When 
he ſaid, 1 pray thee, O my Lord, the King, let my Supplication I pray 
thee, be accepted before thee, Fer. 37.20. And what if any Quaker now, 
in the true Fear of God, ſhould pull off his Hat to the King, (or 
civil Magiſtrate) and ſay, Your Servant my Lord, &c. do you think 
he would be ever the worſe Man, if he did it from a true inward 
Sence of what was his Duty to the King? &c. Or do you think it 
is not your Duty to ferve them in Love, or becauſe io many do ute 
this in Deceit,ſhall not a trueMan uſe it at ail? It cannot reaſonably be 
luppoſed that our King and Magiſtrates looketh. tro be bowed unto 
as Gods, upon the Score of Worſhip, becauſe they. do allow ſo 
-much Liberty of Conſcience ; but for my part, I (and I do believe

* Increaſe thereof is without end. —— 7efab Coet, dear and precious

If G. Fox had nor liked theſe, why had he not buried it, and reproy- 
ed them that gave it ; but inſtead of burying it, G. W., hath this Pal- 
ſage in his Innocency againſt Envy, p. 18. Now, ſeeing a high Father 
(or King) amongft you, received fuch Titles, and another juftifiech 
it as well as he can, in ſaying, How proves he ? They gave and in- 
tended thoſe Names and Titles to the Perſon of G.F. and not-tothe 


. 
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Life of Chriſt in him, whereof he was a Partaker, &c. The. begin- 


ning of their Writing is Proof enough of it, Dear G, F. ec. Butif I 
take itin your Senſe, then why may not you as well bow and fub- 
mir.to the Life of Chriſt in the King ; do you make a Reprobate of 
him, and refuſe to ſubmic upon that Score? O baſe, O baſe, my 
Brethren, when will you come to ſee the Spirit of Pride, which lead- 


ethyou to ſay in your Hearts to others, Stand off, come not near me, I 


am. Holier thanthou; Gid thoſe, who bewitched the Galatians, (think 
you) uſe greater Sorcery than you: | 


But if you obje, and ſay, We know God ied us into theſe. Jow- 


outfide, as ſome may eſteem them, fooliſh things 3 and God may, 
- and often does confound the VViſd>m. of theV Viſe, and make their Know: 
" leage Fooliſh; and he does this often by weak and fooliſh means: 
x 12'h/ > Anſwer, 
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Anſwer. That is true, and may not God do the ſame now to a 
Hypocritical People ?- Pray {zarch your felves with the Light you fo 
much preach, and ſee where there be not a juſt Cauſe for the Lord 
to deal fo by you. | 

Concerning Tyths; I do not believe Tyths to: be due to any Goſ- 
pel-Miniſtgr by Divine Law, (neither Col believe that our King and 
Parliament would have ſettled it upon the Church, had it nat been 
done before they came) yet nevertheleſs, I can pay it, and do find 
as much Peace inmy Conſcience in doing of it, or more than I did 
in denying it; and I do now pay it, not for fear of wrath, but in 
Reference to the Example of Chriſt 5; who, altizo* no Divine Law re- 
quired him to pay tribute, yet he paid it to an Heathen Emperour 
for Peace ſake (being an outward thing.) And his Apoſile did cx- 
hort us to perform. our Duty tothe outward Power, fet over us by 
God himſelf ; St,Paul ſaith, Let every Scul be (ubjett ro the higher Power, 
Rom. 13, meaning the outward Power, concerning outward things, 
orelle why did heſfay, For thx cauſe pay you Tribute and Cuſtom; and 
when he writes to 7itzs, 'exhorts him to put others in mind to obey Ma- 
giftrates, Titus 7.1. and Peter faith, Submit your ſelves to every Ordi- 
nance of Man fer the Lerds ſake, ec. 1 Pet. 2. 13. 14. Now fome Qua- 
kers have expounded Peter thus, for the Lords ſake, (mind that, ſay 


| they) that Ordinance of Man which upholds Anrichriffian Laws, 


(as that of Tyths) cannot be for the Lords ſake 3 and therefore ex- 
horts to bear a Teſtimony againſt them ; but pray Brethren, is not 
thisto revile the King and Government,and ſo againſt the manner of - 


| Chriſt, the Prophet Feremiob, the Apoſtles, and allo agiinſt the Law 
| of Moſes, who ſaid, Thou ſhalt not revile, Exodus 22 28. And with 


what an Impudent Face can you ſuppoſe the King and Parliament 
have not as Lawful Power under God to make Ordinances con- 
Ct:ning outward things, and to require a Submiſſion of the People 
In general,as G. Fox had, and G. Whitehead and his Councel bath over 
their People in particular. 1f you ſay,you believe they have a Lawiul 
Power to make Ordinances concerning outward things, then fay ], . 
Why do not you tceah the People actually to ſubmit? Do you think a 


1 good Confcience leadeth you to ſuffer for a Teftimony againſt a 


Lawful Power ? or do you think, becauſe ſome haveexpounded Pau! 
to the Romans thus, Let every Soul be ſukjeft to the higher Power, for there 
is no Power bit of God ; that is, fay they, the Power of Truth within, 
which we are ſetting up ; that is it, the Soul ſhould ſubmit unto, and 
t!s upon this Score ; that they teach the People, not to ſubmit attua!- 


ly to the outward Supream Power ; do you think theSupream Power 
ave 
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' have not as much Divine Law on their fide, for that Ordinance gf 
"Tyths, as you formal Quakers have'for your Ordinance of Women 
Meetings,diſtin& by themſelves, and apart-from'the Men? Pray, Bre. 

chren mind the Exhortation of the Prophet,who ſaid to the Church in 


bis Age, Bring your Necks under the Yoke of the King of Babylon,end ſeru 


bim; for why will ye dye? Ferem.27.11.1 believe (if any deſuppoſe fo) you 
will not ſay;King iam is one of the Kings of Babylon; but if a Spi- 
rit of Pride and Impoſition over others Conſcience, be ſome of the 
Marks of Babylon's Kings; then G. Fox was, and G. V/hitehead is more 
like Kings of Babylon, than King VVilliam. But fome may ſay, Fer. 
FI. 6. ſaith, Flye out of the midft of Babylon, and deliver every Mans 
his Soul be not cut off in her Intquity,fer this is the time of the Lurd'Vin- 
geance. Very well, this compared, feemeth as tho' that might be 
allowed in Captivity,which might not in Deliverance; fo if you could 
look back, and conſider how little your Work (in throwing down 
Tyths ) is the forwarder for Forty Years Labour in Sufferings, you 
might have good Ground to kneel down in Obedience and Peace in 
the Will of your Heavenly Father, praying him .(in his time) by the 
SupreamPower,to take off thae,and all other Burthens from the Poor: 
and this your Obedience might be better in his ſight, than all your 
Offerings againſt the King's Law. But to ftrive ſo hard for your De- 
liverance before the Lord's time,you may bring your ſelves the more 
into Bondage. 

And again, you Quakers, that are ſo much for your own Rights and 
Properties, what good reaſon can you ſhew againſt the Improprix 
tors Tyths 2? you deny that alſo (which does not go to maintain 2 

. falſe Worſhip) are there not many Widows and Fatherleſs Children, 
whoſe Maintenance lieth altogether in that? will you allow them 
other Maintenance, it you could keep that from them? Doth your 
pretending that you are led by a Divine Power, give you a Preroga- 


tive todo anunjuſt thing?But this is the Quakers great reaſon againſt the 


Prieſts Tyths, they ſay it goes to maintain a falſe Worſhip, and to 
maintain God's Enemies; Anſwer, It was the manner of Hypocrites 
to diſcern Moats in their Brothers Eyes, when they did not ſee the 
Beam in their own, (fo before you ſtone ethers for Adultery,cleank 
your ſelves;) Does-not the Prieſt preach,God was in Chriſt, Reconciling 
the World to himſelf, not imputing their Sin, and alſo layeth the dang® 
of Sin before them, which goeth on in it after a wilful manner? 
and fo he ſets before the People the Joys of Heaven, and Terrros and 
Pains of Hell; and them Prieſts, which do perform in their place, 


what they believe is their Duty to God according to the Light _ 
| now:

Knowledge God hath given them; why may not they find Merc 
of the Lord, as well as you? and if Goil have beſtowed more upon 
you, than he hath upon them, and you walk not anſwerable (as ma- 
ny of-you do notY you will be worthy of more Stripes; and as for their 
being God's Enemies, it it be fo, itis your Duty toleave Judgment 
and Vengeance to the Lord. 

But ſuppoſe the Kingand Parliament ſhould hearken to you Bua- 
kirs, 10-as to throw down the Tyths, Church and Prieſts altogether; 
(what would become of all the Babes and Lambs amongſt them, your 
Breaſts would be unnatural to them?) it would kindle fuch a Fire and 
Elame.about. their Ears, that all the Wiſdom and Power you have 
would'not be able to quench it. Soit would be moreWiſdom to heark- 
en to Jeremiah and Peter, (at this time) and ſubmit tothis Ordinance . 
of Man for the Lord's ſake : then you would ſhew your ſelves a lictle 
morelike the Lord, which is a Power of Love to all ; but if you have . 
but little of this at Hearc,then exercife ſometbing of ChriſtianPrudence 
wubmitting, «and /et your Moderation be ſeen to all Men; for who know- 
«th baw migh the Day of the Lord is at hand, to render a Recompence to eve- 
ry one according to his /Vorks, The Quakers may fay to me, If it were 
upon ſome other account, I could pay it, kurt this I cannot pay: . 
Come, I will reaſon a little with you, why cannot you ſubmit to this 
Ordinance, as well as ſome other, which ſame :of you have declared. 
apainſt,* as well as you did againſt this, viz. againſt Fighting 3 you - 
ſaid you could not pay to the maintaining of that which was for the 
deſtroying Men's Lives with carnal Weapons; but you have payed to-_ 


| wards the former Wars againſt Ho//azd, and do pay now; - which 


doubtleſs have, and will deſiray a Multitude of Men's Lives. . "Now, | 
my Brethren, why ſhould you be ſo much againſt this outward Ordi- 

nance of Tyths, which was.never ordained to deſtroy Men's Lives, | 
but rather to ſave theirLives by feeding.them; and as the Caſe ſtands . 


| now, you. are not bound to joyn in their Worſhip, but by giving fo - 


much . Money- or Goods, (which are but outward things) here is , 
nothing required of bowing to it in your Hearts or Minds. - 

And. again, when I in Weaknefs did. refuſe: to. pay: Tyths, the 
Miniſter was fo fair to me, he ſaid, If you, carmor, give it me as my, 
ae, pive it me out of Charity, and give me what you wiil-: yet I took. 


hers were. there, we were ready to ſeek ſuch Favour of the Gaoler 
5 the Prieſt offered; and if he' would? ſhew' us! any kindneHs, *and 
kave us to our Freedom, we were very ready to give him aReward ; - 
and ſo concerning his Fees, which. was judged as unfit to be paved as .
